the cow’s early labor and promptly 
shipped it to the local clinic. Exa¬ 
mination indicated a Caesarean 
operation was needed and this was 
done though delivery was still 
difficult. The twin calves, joined 
from the neck to the umbilical 
cord, lived for about 10 minutes. 


The cow apparently suffered no ill 
effects from her shattering ex¬ 
perience. It was a four-year-old 
and had twin calves as a two- 
year-old and a single calf last year. 

In their years of practice and 
at medical school the two local 
veterinarians recalled the rare ease 
of twin-head calves being born 


but neither had ever seen this type 
of birth. 

The freak of nature will be on 
display in the future as the calves 
are now being stuffed and 
mounted.

Surely 
with all this we should be able to 
get a sufficient education. 

Students are already being 
taught by a computer and I think 
they picked a very fitting name for 
it, I.D.I.O.T. ! ! ! 

Even now advances are being 
made in the World of Education. 
Near our home town kindergartens 
are beginning to enroll children 
four and five years o 1 d. People 
who are good with children are be¬ 
ing especially trained t o teach 
children in these schools. The activ¬ 
ities of the pre-element ary educa¬ 
tion might include such things as 
special attention to storybooks and 
storytellers and also to arts a n d 
crafts. Activities prepared in the 
form of pictures and picture cycles 
are often provided in reading, writ¬ 
ing and arithmetic to help children 
for more formal learning in the el¬ 
ementary school grades. In this way 
and in tests teachers will be able 
to determine how ready the child¬ 
ren are to pass into elementary 
grades. 

Non-graded and semester systems 
are worked out to be put into ef¬ 
fect in the very near future. At the 
present system a student must take 
a full year of o n e certain grade 
while in the future system, he may 
be able to concentrate on a sub¬ 
ject that he finds difficult if he is 
especially good at another. 

In the course of a semester sys¬ 
tem a student may study three or 
four different subjects during his 
enrollment in Sept, to Dec. and 
from Jan. to April he may study 
three or four other subjects. 

T V is also becoming an import¬ 
ant factor in the field of education. 
For pre-schoolers the programs 
on TV such as "Over the Rainbow” 
and “Rocket Four Club”, area 
great help in a pre-school educa¬ 
tion. We are often surprised by the 
information that four or five year 
olds have acquired from watching 
these programs. 

Great advancements have also 
been made in teaching handicap¬ 
ped-ehtWren, wh ich t he y i n -t u rn,' 
may be able to donate something 
of value to the education of other 
handicapped children in the future. 

These are only a few of the un¬ 
folded facts of the many changes 
that may take place in the world 
of education in the future.

2. To outline certain principles 
and values which, when correlated 
with research data and adminis¬ 
trative experience, provide the best 
possible foundation for an en¬ 
lightened approach to public pro¬ 
blems and the formulation of pub¬ 
lic policies for the months and 
years ahead. 

3. In particular, to outline a new 
orientation and emphasis relative 
to—human resources development 
—physical , resources development 
—the interrelatedness of human 
and physical resources develop¬ 
ment, which the Government 
wishes to commend to the people 
of Alberta for their consideration. 

4. To outline a system o f 
governmental policies and pro¬ 
grams designed to facilitate the 
fullest and most integrated deve¬ 
lopment possible of the human and 
physical resources of the province 
of Alberta. 

Part 1 outlines foundations for 
policy such as values, principals 
and a new approach. The princi¬ 
ples are: 

1. All governmental policies and 
administrative action should be 
based on certain fundamental prin¬ 
ciples and values pertaining to the 
proper governing of men and 
nations. 

2. The policies, programs, and in¬ 
stitutions in which such values and 
principles are embodied must 
change with the times t o meet 
new circumstances, but fundamen¬ 
tal principles and values them¬ 
selves can and should be conserved. 

3. The individual human being is 
of supreme value and importance 
and ought to be regarded by 
governments and by society as in¬ 
trinsically more important than 
non-human things. 

4. No two individual human 
beings are exactly alike, and so 
long as the distinctions between 
people are neither Immoral nor 
unjust, variety in human life, 
association, and culture should be 
recognized, appreciated, and 
encouraged. 

5. Society exists to enhance the 
development of free and creative 
human beings and should aspire 
toward the provision of full op¬ 
portunity for every Individual in 
every area of human endeavor. 

6. The supreme objective in 

developing the physical resources 
of a nation should be to make 
possible the full and free deve¬ 
lopment of the human resources 
of the nation. , 

7. The institution of government 
is both a product and an instru¬ 
ment of human development, and 
good government is responsible to 
the people whom it serves. 

8. The primary rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities for the development 
of the human resources of the 
nation should reside with indivi¬ 
dual citizens, and associations of 
citizens, with responsible govern¬ 
ment performing a supporting 
function. 

9. The primary rights and re¬ 
sponsibilities for the development 
of the physical resources of a 


physical resource development.

YOUR CHILD'S PROGRESS 

One of a series of articles written for The Advocate by Marie 
Desharnais, Public Health Nurse, The Foothills Health Unit. 


MENTAL DEVELOPEMENT OF 
YOUR CHILD 

A child's first words are usually 
spoken between 10 and 12 months 
of age. Single syllables or repeti¬ 
tions of the same syllable may be 
anytime after he is six months old 
but after a year he begins to utter 
single and double syllables which 
have definite meaning in relation 
to objects or people and hence are 
the beginnings of intelligible 
speech. At about 18 months and af¬ 
ter, your child begins to put two or 
more words together, then simple 
sentences. 

Usually between two and three 
years of age, he has enough words 
at his command to make himself 
understood concerning his sur¬ 
roundings, his needs, likes and dis¬ 
likes. From this age on he speaks 
in sentences, beginning to appre¬ 
ciate time, season, colours, and 
other qualities of differences in his 
environment.

ops a sense of form. 

Development from three to six 
years of age proceeds with regular¬ 
ity in normal children with a 
known pattern for each age period. 

The child at three Is imitative, 
constructive, destructive, alert and 
noisy —never still for a moment, as 
most mothers correctly testify. 
Such activity should not be con¬ 
sidered a s a sign o f nervousness. 
It’s natural. 

There are many things which a 
three-year-old can do without help, 
such as feeding, washing his hands, 
and some dressing and undressing, 
though it will be found that he is 
much better at undressing, untying, 
and taking off than he Is at doing, 
tying and putting on. His curiosity 
will urge him to keep trying things 
and he should be encouraged as 
much as possible. 

The four-year-old is much more 
expert in what he can do with his 
hands. He can now draw simple 
figures of objects and people and 
ajiimals, his sense of form of ob¬ 
jects and people is becoming more 
evident. He can button and unbut¬ 
ton, and he can untie, although he 
doesn’t succeed very well at tying. 
He can tell stories, recount events, 
repeat simple nursery rhymes. He 
begins to show a tendency towards 
highly imaginative play. 

From four to six year s, the 
child's development proceeds rap¬ 
idly. He is more accurate in the use 
of his hands, he can now draw with 
fair accuracy, and he mixes more 
easily in a group of children of his 
age. H e should now b e able t o 
dress and undress completely, but 
may need help in tying knots. He 
likes imaginative play, is intensely 
curious and teachable. Your child 
is now ready for school.

FARM PRICES 

Just a few short comments on 
the expected prices of beef, pork 
and dairy products. The beef prices 
are expected to be steady for the 
next few weeks. After that, prices 
will likely go lower until the late 
spring and early summer demand 
begins to be felt. For pork, the 
prices have declined and there is 
probably no reason why they will 
go up in the near future. The 
marketings will continue at a 
fairly heavy volume which ac¬ 
counts for any slowness of prices 
to rise. Dairy production i s ap¬ 
proaching the peak production 
period, the new federal dairy sup¬ 
port program will certainly help 
dairy producers. There should be 
a more than average increase in 
dairy products, however, this 
likely won’t affect farmers in this 
area very much. 

PRUNING COURSE 

Last year w e held a pruning 
course. It was well attended, es¬ 
pecially for such a cold day. This 
year, we can have another pruning 
course some afternoon i n April. 
Probably about the 17th of April. 
To get some kind of an idea if 
a pruning course would be worth¬ 
while, please get in touch with 
this office soon.

GETTING RID OF OLD TREE 
STUMPS AND SUCKERS 

Every spring when the snow 
melts, a number o f objects w e 
wish weren't there seem to sprout 
up through the snow. Tree stumps 
are one of these objects. Chemical 
treatment will aid the decay of 
tree stumps and prevent regrowth. 
The ester form of 2,4-D or 2,4-D 
plus 2,4,5-T, used in an oil carrier, 
is recommended for helping the de¬ 
caying process in the stumps as 
well as for preventing regrowth. 
The suggested rate is 1 Vi-lbs. total 
acid in 10 gallons of light oil or 
kerosene. 

Although the best time to treat 
regrowth is just after full-leaf in 
the spring or early summer, the 
stump can be treated any time dur¬ 
ing the growing season. If the tree 
was cut some time ago and there 
is already a certain amount of re 
growth or if the stump is more 
than six inches in diameter, it is 
a good idea to slash or frill the 
wood to enable the chemical to 
come into direct contact with the 
live wood. The recommended way is

solution on the stump and allow 
the excess to run into the ground. 
Any protruding roots should also 
be covered to the point where the 
solution runs off. 

Stump regrowth should be treat¬ 
ed when the shoots are still 
reasonably small. Regrowth that 
is over eight feet tall should be 
cut down and the chemical applied 
when new shoots appear. Also, 
treatment in the early spring re¬ 
duces the hazards due to suscep¬ 
tible plants which might be near 
by.
